Every {rood citizen i> interested in 
knowing how much noise the law will 
compel him to endure at the hands of 
his neighbors without redress, and 
many citizens who are not good will 
doubtless like to ascertain how much 
noise they can-in filet upon their neigh­ 
bors without fear of punishment. 
Sev­ 
eral 
decisions 
bearing upon 
these 
points have lately been made by the 
courts. 
One 
broad 
principle 
well 
established in the law of noise, both in 
this country and England, curiously 
illustrates the serious bent of our 
Anglo-Saxon nature, and that is the 
sharp 
distinction 
drawn 
between 
money-making noises and those which 
are made in the pursuit of pleasure. 
The law is tender to a steam engine or 
a boiler maker, and will allow them to 
disturb a whole neighborhood with im­ 
punity, but it is severe upon a brass 
band or a game of skittles. 
The good 
citizens must be very wary about play­

or skittles in populous 
^places,

differently, and restrain blacksmiths,

“The vibration must pro­ 
duce -tieh a condition of things as, in 
tile judgm ent of reasonable men, is 
naturally productive of actual phys­ 
ical discomfort to persons of ordinary 
sensibilities and of ordinary tastes and 
habits."' 
The words in italics seem to 
imply that some persons like more 
vibration than others, and arc in the 
habit of “ vibrating” themselves. 
Residents in the Back Bay who are 
accustomed to pile-drivers in 
their 
close vicinitv may be said to have ac­ 
quired the habit of vibrating, but we 
doubt if they have any “ taste” for it. 
However this may be, the sum of the 
m atter is that in the interest of trade 
or manufactures you may vibrato or 
deafen your neighbor with few restric­ 
tions, but that for purposes of pleasure 
your faculty of noise-making must se­ 
verely be repressed.—Boston Adver­ 
tiser.

TRAINS WRECKED 


Passenger Trains No. I and No. 6 Collide at 
Muskoda and Sail Agent Tennis 
of this City killed. 


The N. P. through 
passenger 
train No. I collided with the Fargo 
accommodation at 
Muskado, on 
Wednesday morning at 8 o’clock, 
badly wrecking botli trains and 
killing C. M. Tennis, of this city, 
besides seriously 
wounding fire­ 
man John Doyle, also of this city, 
and Conductor Eldred, of the west 
bound train. 
The respon sibly, 
it is claimed, rests with Train Dis­ 
patcher E. G. Cole, of this city, 
who 
gave contrary orders. 
Mr. 
Cole is a dispatcher of over twenty 
year's experience, ami has been an 
employe of the N. P. Company for 
several years. 
How he came to 
make such an error is a mystery to 
every one. 
The following is a re­ 
port sent to the Pioneer Press by 
their correspondent, tvho was at 
the scene of Ute wreck: 
The through Pacific coast pas 
senger train (N o. I) which left St. 
Paul yesterday afternoon and the 
Fargo 
accommodation 
(No. 
6) 
which left Fargo this morning on 
the Northern Pacific, came in col­ 
lision just west of Muskado at 8 
o’clock this 
morning. 
The 
en­ 
gineer of No. I saw the other train 
approaching and slowed up, but 
No. 6 was around a curve and 
struck at full speed. 
The engineer 
and fireman jumped and escaped 
without serious harm except Fire­ 
man John Doyle, of No. 6, who 
was cut about the forehead ani 
face. 
The shock disabled the en ­ 
gines 
and 
forced 
the 
tenders 
through the mail ami baggage cars. 
The stove in the mail car was over­ 
turned, setting the car on fire. 
Attention was at once given to 
saving the rest of the train, and 
the mail car, with all the mail, ex ­ 
cept a few papers, was hauled away 
and left to burn. 
When the shock 
came, E. IL Lennen, one of the 
mail agents, was asleep in the car, 
and on awakening found himself 
in the wreck. 
By hard work he 
managed to crawl out of the broken 
top, and fainted on the snow.

great majority’ of consum ers are con­ 
te n t if they get b u tte r devoid of strong 
ta s te o r smell, hence the opening for 
butterine, which is free from b ad o d o r 
an d has no unpleasant ta ste .o r rath e r 
very little ta s te of an y kind. 
Bur t he 
remedy lies largely 
b u tte r producer. 
In 
the first place 
every effort should be m ade to m a n u ­ 
facture a good article, an d m a rk et it 
in a ttra c tiv e shape.

Every good citizen is interested in 
knowing how much noise the law will 
compel him to endure at the hands of 
his neighbors without redress, and 
many citizens who are not g<x>d will 
doubtless like to ascertain how much 
noise they can-inflict upon their neigh­ 
bors without fear of punishment. 
Sev­ 
eral decisions bearing upon 
these 
points have lately been made by the 
courts. 
One broad principle well 
established in the law of noise, both in 
this country and England, curiously 
illustrates the serious bent of our 
Anglo-Saxon nature, and that is the 
sharp 
distinction 
drawn 
between 
money-making noises and those which 
are made in the pursuit of pleasure. 
The law is tender to a steam engine or 
a boiler maker, and will allow them to 
disturb a whole neighborhood with im­ 
punity, but it is severe upon a brass 
band or a game of skittles. 
The good 
'citizens must be very wary about play- 
ting bowls 
or skittles in populous 
!plaees, 
The Italians order this matter 
differently, and restrain blacksmiths, 
boiler makers, etc., within somewhat 
close limits as to time and place, 
whereas they allow musical merry­ 
makers to make night hideous or beau­ 
tiful, as the case may be, without any 
restraint whatever. 
The dog, in English and American 
jurisprudence, stands upon the border 
line, because he may be considered in 
cither aspect—as kept for use, when a 
watch dog, or for pleasure, when re­ 
garded merely as a companion or an 
ornament.

nion law, according to which dogs are | 
privileged persons. 
For instance, it is 
unlawful for a farmer to shoot an­ 
other's dog who has eaten his sheep, 
provided it be the animal’s first of- j 
fense of that kind; tot tb° dog who is j 
young in the sin of sheep-killing may j 
repent and lead a respectable life j 
thereafter; but if he has already been j 
convicted of the crime, then it i- law- j 
ful to shoot him. 
In other words, as 
Lord Mansfield once said: 
“The Jaw i 
allows every dog in England one bito j 
ut a sheep.” 
It has, however, been held that “the 
noise produced by a dog barking in the 
night is a nuisance, and that a man 
may .shoot the dog and abate the nui- | 
sance when on bis own premises; that 
is, we presume, when on his own, the i 
shooter’s, premises, for it has never : 
been 
lawful for a man 
to stand { 
on 
his own 
premises 
and 
shoot j 
a 
dog 
in 
his 
neighbor’s 
yard. 
A 
great 
judge, 
Lord 
Ken- , 
yon, held that a dog barking at night 
is not a nuisance, but it is doubtful if 
this would be considered a good law at 
the present day. 
According to the 
definition given by one writer, a noise ; 
is a nuisance when it is “unusual, ill- ; 
timed or deafening.” 
This is plainly , 
incorrect, for the noise of a nightin- ; 
gale in the streets of Boston would be 
'••unusual,” but hardly a nuisance. \ 
Some very “ill-timed” noises are also, 
in the eye of the law, not nuisance*. 
Thus it lias been held in the case of 
Pool against Higginson and Daly that 
it is not a nuisance for the parent of 
an infant suffering from colic to trun­ 
dle a baby-carriage all night in a 
boarding-house over the head of a 
nervous bachelor editor. 
This noise 
may not have been unusual and per» 
haps was not deafening, but it wouid 
be an abuse of language to say that it 
was not “ill-timed,” 
Probably what 
saved the parent in this case was the 
fact that the noise was useful, for the 
evidence tended to show that the baby 
was relieved by the trundling. 
On the 
other hand, useless noises, “such as a 
concert [we quote from a decision of 
the Supreme Court of Massachusetts] 
although they disturb but a single per­ 
son, may constitute a nuisance.” 
It 
has very properly been held that a 
“show having brass bands, when con­ 
tinued two weeks,” is a nuisance. 
It 
is not likely that many people will 
quarrel with this decision. 
A kindred subject is that of nuisance 
by vibration. 
If a man attempts to 
operate a steam hammer next door to 
a dwelling-house the law will restrain 
him, 
One authority states the rule as 
follows; “The vibration must pro­ 
duce such a condition of things as, in 
the judgment of reasonable men, is 
naturally productive of actual phys­ 
ical discomfort to persons of ordinary 
sensibilities and of ordinary tastes and 
habits.'' 
The words in italics seem to 
imply that some persons like more 
vibration than others, and are in the 
habit of “vibrating” themselves. 
Residents in the Back Bay who arc 
accustomed to pile-drivers in their 
close vicinity may be said to have ac­ 
quired the habit of vibrating, but we 
doubt if they have any “taste” for it. 
However this may be, the sum of the 
matter is that in the interest of trade 
or manufactures you may vibrato or 
deafen your neighbor with few restric­ 
tions, but that for purposes of pleasure 
your faculty of noise-making must se­ 
verely be repressed.—Boston Adver­ 
tiser.

TRAINS WRECKED. 


Passenger Trams .No, 1 and .\o. 6 Collide at 
Muskoda and Mail Agent Tennis 
of this Cuy killed. 


The N. P. through 
passenger 
train No. 1 collided with the Fargo 
accommodation at 
Muskado, 
011 
Wednesday morning at 8 o’clock, 
badly wrecking both trains and 
killing C. M. Tennis, of this city, 
besides seriously 
wounding fire­ 
man John Doyle, also of this city, 
and Conductor Eldred, of the west 
bound train. 
The responsiblity, 
it is claimed, rests with Train Dis­ 
patcher E. G. Cole, of this city, 
who 
gave contrary orders. 
Mr. 
Cole is a dispatcher of over twenty 
year’s experience, and has been an 
employe of the N. P. Company for 
several years. 
How he came to 
make such an error is a mystery to 
every one. 
The following is a re­ 
port sent to the Pioneer Press by 
their corrcsponL nt, who was at 
the scene of tlie wreck; 
The through Pacific coast pas 
senger train (No. 1) which left St. 
Paul yesterday afternoon and the 
Fargo 
accommodation 
(No. 
6) 
which left Fargo this morning 011 
the Northern Pacific, came in col­ 
lision just west of Muskado at 8 
o'clock this 
morning. 
The 
en­ 
gineer of No. 1 sa w the other train 
approaching and slowed up, hut 
No. 6 was around a curve and 
struck at full speed. 
The engineer 
and fireman jumped and escaped 
without serious harm except Fire­ 
man John Doyle, of No. 6, who 
was cut about the forehead and 
face. 
The shock disabled the e n ­ 
gines 
and 
forced 
the 
tenders 
through the mail and baggage cars. 
The stove in the mail car was over­ 
turned, setting the car on fire. 
Attention was at once given to 
saving the rest of the train, and 
the mail car, with all the mail, ex­ 
cept a few papers, was hauled away 
and left to burn. 
When the shock 
came, E. If. Lennen, one ot the 
mail agents, was asleep in the car, 
and on awakening found himself 
in the wreck. 
By hard work he 
managed to crawl out of the broken 
top, and fainted on the snow. 
He 
was soon found and removed to a 
car, when it was discovered that 
his shoulder was dislocated, his 
head cut and body bruised, and in­ 
ternal injuries are feared. 
He was 
delirious all the morning. 
It was 
then discovered that Mail Agent 
C. M. Tennis of Brainerd was miss­ 
ing, and Linnen stated that he was 
standing where the shock would 
throw him on the hot stove. 
A* 
soon as the flames would allow, 
search was made for the bodv, and 
his heart and a few bones were 
found late in the afternoon. 
A bout 
uoon a work train from Detroit 
arrived, and at once commenced to 
lay a track around 
tho 
wreck, 
which was 
finished, and trains 
moved at 6.30 p. m. 
The tempera­ 
ture was 20 below zero and blow­ 
ing a gale, and the large number 
of passengers were obliged to re­ 
main in the cars all day or the 
waiting room of the depot. 
The 
loss of mail is complete. 
All the 
mail for points between Fargo and 
Portland, including registered mail, 
was totally destroyed. 
No. 6 did 
not carry mail except in pouches, 
and this was saved. 
Both engines 
are badly smashed, and besides the 
car and tender burned, several are 
badly broken and the baggage car 
was on fire and only put ouf. with 
difficulty. 
Conductor Eldred was 
sitting in the baggage car and the 
tender went through it, crushing 
the chair he was sitting on, and 
bruising him about the head and 
chest 
His escape was marvelous. 
It was deemed best by Dr. Lovell 
not to inform Lennen of the death 
of Tennis. 
Nothing prevented the 
destruction of both trains but the 
engineer of No. 1, seeing the smoke 
of the other train, slowed up.

W ith a population of 4,324,810, this 
am o u n ts to over $55 a head. 
The 
debt of the United States is $25 per 
head of the population. 


The people of this country paid in­ 
ternal revenue taxes, between 1862 
and 1886, to the a m o u n t of $3,438,- 
290,455 and are prosperous enough 
to do it again, if they want to, but 
they do n o t w ant to spend quite so 
much money in th a t way, now th a t 
the treasury is overflowing and the 
natio nal debt rapidly decreasing. 


The phosphate beds under the navi­ 
gable stream s near Charleston, S. C , 
are one of the principal sources of 
wealth to th estate. They yielded last 
year 191,174 tons of rock, of which 
all but ab ou t 1 l,0 0 0 to n s wereshipped 
to foreign and domestic p o rt1.

tom ers tasted 
and 
looked 
know­ 
ing, 
and generally 
came 
to

conel’ ion th a t for the sake of five 
cents they had better ta k e the best; 
and five firkins went off a t twenty-five 
cents a pound for every one th a t was 
sold a t tw enty cents. The fact is. 
there has been such a q u an tity of in­ 
ferior butter, forced on the m arket 
th a t people have got used to it. 
The 
most th a t can be said is th a t some is 
less bad than others. 
Few know the 
delicate arom a and n u tty flavor of 
the best sweet cream butter. 
The 
great majority of consumers are con­ 
tent if they get, butter devoid of strong 
ta ste or smell, hence the opening for 
butterine, which is free from bad odor 
and has no unpleasant taste.or rather 
very little ta ste of any kind. 
But the 
remedy lies largely in the hands of the 
butter producer. 
In the first place 
every effort should he made to m anu­ 
facture a good article, and m arket it 
in attractive shape. 
Secondly, those 
who can and do make good butter, 
should seek a m arket where such prod­ 
ucts are appreciated. If the local deal­ 
er pays one price for all butter,regard­ 
less of quality, the but ter-maker should 
transfer his business to some dealer 
more nearly abreast with the times. 
The “ one-price” dealer will thus only 
get t tie inferior article, and he willsoon 
change his policy.

Miffcring m ay be caused by wearing 
glove> th a t are merely a comfortable 
lit. The linger tips of the gloves m ay 
be cut off, but this is not to be recom­ 
mended, as every p a rt of the hand 
should be covered. 
As to the use ot 
cold or warm water, the individual 
must decide which is preferable. 
The 
hands alw ays must be thoroughly 
dried after washing, and they should 
be rubbed tow ard the wrist, not to ­ 
ward the tips of the fingers. 
This 
method causes a projier circulation of 
the blood and relieves the pressure 
upon the veins so often uncomfort­ 
able in cold weather. 
Never go into 
a draught immediately after washing 
the hands.

E xportation o f A m erican Dine 
Seed. 
L. G. Gauffread writes from Bur­ 
lington, Vi., to the New York Herald 
as follows about France and Germany 
obtaining pine seed from Vermont: It 
may interest your readers to know of 
a new business started here, its re­ 
sults showing th at France and Ger­ 
m any 
are practically carrying out 
your views and drawing their supply 
from thi> very state of Vermont. The 
cones of the white or spruce pine are 
purchased and the seed extracted and 
sent to France, Germany and other 
p a rts of Europe. One of the estab­ 
lishments has been a t I. Strenahen’s 
place, about a mile from here. 
Some 
4,000 bushels oi cones have been pur- 
« based at forty cents per bushel, de­ 
livered. These cones are placed on a 
row of shelves exposed to t he air and 
sun. Each day they are inspected, and 
as they open they are placed in bas­ 
kets, 
taken 
to 
the 
barn 
and 
the seed flailed out, cleansed and 
placed in bags for shipment. 
It takes 
an average of live men daily for two 
m onths to secure the seed from 4,000 
bushels. 
It is calculated each bushel 
will yield one pound of seed. 
Near 
Charlotte, Yt., the same p a rty has a 
branch of this business, bu t upon a 
much 
larger 
scale—nearly double. 
The cones there are picked about 
September 1 from the trees, and then 
are subjected to heated air passed 
over them to cause them to open. As 
soon as piepared they are shipped di­ 
rect to the foreign governments named. 
The Burlington Free Press recently 
published a statem ent, supported by 
Facts, showing th a t Lake Champlain 
is now rendered unnavigable to some 
of its chief ports owing to the cutting 
down of the forests, and th a t every 
year it is becoming more shallow.
